schools yesterday and listened to the 
singing. He complimented the teach- 
ers very highly for the proficiency 
of the scholars. The tone and spirit, 
he found, wete excellent and from 
tho standpoint of music the Janes- 
vllle schools were far In advance of 
a large majority of those which ho 
had visited. This Is high praise, com- 
ing ns It does from one of the fore- 
most living authorities on children's 
voices. .
